MEMPHIS, 
WARM AGAIN. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 
Mempnis, Tenn., Oct. 14.—There was no 
frost this morning. On the contrary, the tem- 
perature has again reached a summer condition, 


* 2 with indications of a warm rain. The situation 


is thus made less hopeful than your correspond- 
ent was inclined to regard it yesterday. The 
additional fact is the increased influx of ab- 
sentees adds to this hopelesspess, as physicians 
issued warnings declaring it almost certain 
death for refugees to return before the fever 
has been abated by its only known destroyer. 

A casual observer passing up Main street 
would haye deen struck with the 
crowds of people, and perhaps would 
have inferred that business had resumed 
its usual activity; but in passing’ by the few 
business doors open the absence of customers 
would have convinced bim that all transactions 
were confined to 

THE VARIOUS RELIEF DEPARTMENTS. 

The prominent dead of to-day are O. F. Pres- 
cott, one of the leading Odd-Fellows of the 
State, who remained here and labored hard with 
this Order in providing for the sick and needy 
members, and Sergt. Manuel, gf the police 
force. This last case was one of criminal care- 
lessness on the part of his nurse. Manuel was 
doing well, and was considered rapidly convales- 
cing. Yesterday, the sixth day of his case, his 
purse permitted him to rise from his bed, take 
a bath, a shave, and other imprudences, which 
resulted in death , K 

IN ABOUT SIX HOURS, 
Among the new cases heard of up to this writ- 
ing is Peter Canale, President of the Italian 
Society, and a prominent Italian citizen. 

Several physicians informed your reporter to- 
day that they had met with no new cases, but 
were confident they would not be idle long if 
refugees continued returning. 

The yacancy in the Sheriff’s office was filled 
to-day by the County Court electing a man 
named McGown. The Court met for the pur- 
pose six miles from the city, on the Poplar 
street boulevard. ‘The action of the Court does 
not really fill the vacancy, as McGown has not 
been here since the epidemic begun, and, it is 
said, will not come till after the first big snow. 
Much dissatisfaction is expressed, as the Sher- 
iff’s office is badly demoralized.

Whenever insurrection, domestic 
violence, dulawful combinations, or conspiracies 
in any State so obstructs or hinders the execution 
of the laws thereof, and of the United States, as to 
deprive any portion or clags of the people of such 
State of avy of the rights, privileges, or immuni- 
ties, or protection, namedin the Constitution and 
secured by the laws for the protection of such 
rights, — or immonities, and the congti- 
tuted authorities of such State are unable to - 
tect, or, from any cause, fail in or refuse protec- 
tion of, the people in such rights, such facts shall 
be deemed & denial by such State of the equal pro- 
tection of, the laws to which they are en- 
titled under the Constitution of the United 
States; and, in all such cases, and 
whenever such insurrection, violence, unlawful

MEXICO. 
ITS FOREIGN COMMERCE. 

Special Dispatch to The Tridbuna 
WasHineton, D. C., Oct. 14.—By a recent 
mail from Mexico later advices have been re- 
ceived relating to the foreign commerce of that 
country. According to data furnished by the 
Mexican Treasury Department, the total exports 
from Mexico during the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1877, was $28,764,756, and the total amount 
of duties receivea on imports was $9,429,951. 
No statement of imports into Mexico for that 
year has yet been made by the Mexican authori- 
ties. As the average rate of duties on imports 
under the existing Mexican tariff has been offi- 
cially stated as 43 per cent, with about $3,500,000 
entering free of duty, the total foreign imports 
into Mexico from all countries during the last 
year are therefore estimated, from the amount 
of duties collected, to have been about $2,700,- 
000, the statements that have recently been 
made in this country that foreign imports into 
Mexico amount to $75,000,000 per annum prove 
to be very wild exaggerations. It is not prob- 
able that the total foreign commerce of that 
country, both imports and exports, and includ- 
ing the ¢ontraband trade, now exceeds about 

$65,000,000 per annum

UNLOADING BIG BONANZA. 


How Dr. Linderman Helped Along a Gi- 
gantic Job in Stocks—Interesting Facts 
Discovered by Glover's Investigating Com- 
mittee— Bonanza Shares Owned by Linder- 
man’s Wife and Brother. 

Corresnondence New Fort Sun. 
Wasnincoton, Oct. 7.—When Glover began to 
investigate the Treasury, he found he had roused 

a wasp’s nest. That Department had never 

been thoroughly investigated, and under cover 

of a popular potion that it had been rightly 
managed were said to be hidden some of the 
worst Rings in the country, which had long 
been plundering the people unsuspected. So 
great was the mass of information obtained, 
and so astonishing was its nature, that the 
Committee felt obliged to proceed with the 
sirictest secrecy, and to publish nothing but as- 
certained facts, lest they should expose their 
investigations to espionage and defeat, or be 
made the medium for spreading unfounded 
stories. It will be remembered that every prac- 
ticable delay was manufactured, and eyery 
practicable resistance made to Glover’s efforts 
to get the powers needful to investigation, and 
that more than half the session was thus wasted 


before he could fairly begin. The secret of this

in 1873 the oe interest 1 to 
make its influence felt at Washington; John P. 
Jones, who had been Superintendent, and by 

uestionable means had become main owner of 
the leading bonanza, being elected to the Sen- 
ate from Nevada, in place of Jim Nye. About 
the same time a bill was smuggied through 
Congress creating a Mint Bureau“ in the 
Treasury, and removing the office of the Direc- 
tor from Fhiladelphia to Washington. Dr. H. 
R. Linderman was then made Director of the 
Mint in place of Gov. Pollock, and estabiished 
his office in a sumptuous suite of rooms in the 
Treasury building. 

Daring the year the Consolidated Virginia 
Mine, known as the Big Bonanza, was opened, 
and yielded nearly $700,000, The next year it 
yielded $5,000,000, $3,000,000 of which was 
silver. In this year the State Geologist of Ne- 
vada, H. R. Whitehill, estimated tue value of 
the ore at $143,000,000. This was an over-esti- 
mate, as results show. Other estimates of a 
wild character were published. 

Flood, O’Brien, Mackey, and Fair, the leading 
owners of the mine, now sought ts realize on 
the propérty the fictitious vaiues which these 
reports had given it in the stock market. They 
were, however, verv near a failure in this 
project, and would have failed but for the aid 
of Director Linderman. The effect of the 
over-estimates had passed away by October, 
1875, and the stock had fallen from $500 a 
share to $210.. But, about that time, Linder- 
man’s brother and wife became owners of Con- 
solidated Virginiastock. In November, Linder- 
man and Prof. R. E. Rogers, a subordinate of 
his, visitea the mine. In December Linderman 
caused Rogers to make a report onthe mine, 
which he officially indorsed, had transmitted to 
Congress and published, stating that the ore in 
the mine was worth at least $300,000,000. On 
the publication of this official report the price 
of Consolidated Virginia jum from $210 to 
$400, and soon after to $1,000. The effect was 
to make a market for Big Bonanza stocks at the 
East and in Europe. This report, confirming in 
an authoritative manner to alarge extent the 
wild estimates that had been published, bred a 
frantic speculation in all the bonanza stocks. 
Even clerks, and others on small salaries, labor- 
ers, shop girls, servant girls, and bootblacks, 
were drawn into the whirlpool, and many of 
them took from the savings banks the small 
hoards of years to invest them in Consolidated 
Virginia and other mining stocks. 


Alter keeping the price of Consolidated Vir- 


ginia at these inflated figures for some time, 
Flooe, O’Brien, Mackey, and Fair began quietiy 
to sell. They obtained, as nearly as has been 
ascertained, $125,000,000 from the public for 
their stock. The close of their operations was a 
sudden unloading that, as soon as it had taken 

lace, made Consolidated Virginia so plentiful 
n San Francisco that the price suddenly fell, 
and inflicted heavy loss on thousands of people. 
This was followed by the failure of the mine tu 
yield over a third of what Linderman prophe- 
sied, which drove prices down further still, in- 
somuch that the property was worth recently 
but about $15,000,000. Allowing that the -re- 
cent rise has made it worth $25,000,000, this 
leaves a loss to the investors of a round $100,- 
000,000, which sum has been pocketed by Flood, 
Mackey, O’Brien, and Fair, with che aid gf Lin- 
derman. 

Three hundred and twenty-four thousand new 
Shares of stock had meantime quietly been 
issued, enabling Flood, O’Brien, Mackey, and 
Fair to retain contro! of the mine, despite their 
large sales. It is said by well-informed men 
that they have repurchased the stock at the 
recent low figures, as at these prices the stock 
will afford them a good dividend. 

How deeply Linderman was interested in the 
mine is indicated by the fact, discovered by 
Glover, that he bought on one occasion for the 
Government, of the Consolidated Virginia, a 
million and a half of silver, paying for it $14,000 
more than the market rate, and $35,000 more 
than be acknowledged paying, and made the 
company an extra allowance Of $9,000 besides 
all this in violation of law and of his sworn 
regulations. He showed great — to con- 
ceal the particulars of this trausaction, and 
falsified his annual report to do so. 

The effect of this vast speculation was to ruin 
thousands of families, to cause manv crimes, to 
transfer the hard earnings of many thousands 
of persons to a few individuals, who locked 
them up iv various bonds and other outside 
investments, stripping California of much 
working capital, and to spread depression of 
industry, fall of commercial prices, and de- 

reciation of real estate over the whole Pacific

Jurisdic⸗ on of Appeal Cass 


Spaids Up Again. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, 
Divorce Cases, Etc. 


Closing Proceedings in the SupremeCourt 
Northern Grand Division. 


Judge Booth yesterday, in the case of Dee 
vs. O’Brien, rendered a decision of much im- 
nortance as to the practice in appeal cases. The 
case came up on a motion by the plaintiff for a 
rule on the defendant to repay the costs ad- 
vanced by plaintiff for filing the bond and 
papers in the Circuit Court, and also for a rule 
on the surety to justify. The appeal was taken 
before the Justice of the Peace and a bond 
filed on the 27th of February, 1875, and the 
bond and papers were not filed in the upper 
Court until Sept. 19, 1878, when they were 
brought up from the Justice by the plaintiff, 
the appeliee, who paid the $6 for filing and 
then asked to have the amount refunded, and 
for a rule on the surety. 

These motions were resisted on the ground 
that they were premature; that, as the appeal 
was tothe October term, a motion made prior 
to the commencement of that term could not 
be maintained, because the Court did not have 


jurisdiction. 

The Judge, in deciding the case, said the gen- 
eral practice had been not to entertain any mo- 
tions in such cases until after the day of the 
term to which the suits were brought. But, 
where the case was brought up by supersedeas, 
the service of the supersedeas was sufficient no- 
tice so as to give jurisdiction. fle had, how- 
ever, carefully recopsidered the law, and he 
thought the section prohibiting action in an ap- 
peal until the term to which it was brought had 
come was rather applicable to the fina! hearing 
than to motions. The Court. acquired jurisdic- 
tion, as far as hearing preliminary motious was 
concerned, when the bond and papers were filea, 
and the defendant was bound to follow the pa- 
pers and know whether they had been brought 
up or not. A rule would therefore be entered 
requiring the surety to justify, and the $6 costs 
te be refunded by Saturday morning next. 

THE SPAIDS CASE. 

The interminabie case of the Chicago Starch 
Works vs. T. E. Spaids was up again beiore 
Judge Moore yesterday, this time on a motion 
for a rule inst Spaids to show cause why he 
should not be attached for contempt in burning 
the Company's books. 

Mr. Storrs appeared for the Company, and 
read several affidavits. Two were by servant- 
girls in Spaids’ house, who testified that they 
saw bim bring some books home one nigbt, and 
the next morning take them down in the 
kitchen and put them in the stove. 

Some afhdavits were also filed by other par- 
ties in the house to the effect that Spaids had 
said he had got the best of his opponents now; 
that he had taken the responsibility on himself; 
that he bad told his lawyer what de bad done, 
at which the latter only gasped; that his law- 
yers were good men, but rather slow, and that 
only one map knew where the books were. 

Mr. Storrs also stated that some parties living 
in Spaids’ house were then at his (Storrs’) office, 
and afraid to go home again, forfear Spaids 
would do them some harm, and were going to 
have him bound over to keep the peace. 

Judge Moore saia if the affidavits were true 
Spaids ought either to be in Jolieteor Elgin: 
that perhaps it would be better to prosecute 
him for perjury. 

Mr. Storrs wanted to have the matter decided 
at once. 

Mr. Sleeper, on behalf of Spaids, wanted some 
time to reply to the affidavits, and at his request 
the motion was postponed until Saturday.

THE NEW CHANCERY RULES. 

About six weeks ago some new rules of 
chancery practice were drawn up and adopted in 
the Superior Court, and yesterday they were 
formally adopted by the Circuit Court. The 
latter Court has been acting under them all this 
term to try them, but only adopted them yes- 
terday. 

By the new rules contested cases are heard 
Mondays, set cases. or the chancery calendar, 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday, 
and default cases Saturday of each week. When 
summons has been served ten days before the 
commencement of a term, and an appearance in 
writing, before default, filed, the party enter- 
ing such appearance shall, without further or- 
der, be entitled to twenty days from the first 
day of the term within which to plead. When 
service is by publication, an appearance, the 
time to plead, etc., is extended to the third day 
of the succeeding term. Default day is, as 
heretofore, the thiru day of each term.

THE OHIO RIVER. 


The Experimental Chamoin Dam Below 
Pittsburg—Fifty More to Be Built at Na- 
tional Expense. : 
PiITTsBURG, Pa., Oct. 9.—Tne City of Pitts- 

burg has an interest rising almost to excite- 

mcut in the matter of a national work just now 
in process of construction in the Ohio River, 
six miles below the city. This work is tae new 

French or Chamoin dam, intended ostensibly 

for an improvement to the harbor of Pittsburg, 

but in fact as an experimental improvement of 
the Ohio River itself. Congress made the first 
appropriation for this national work four years 
ago. The subject of its construction has 


agitated legislative committees both at Wash- 


ington and Harrisburg ever since. Actual work 
on the improvement, however, was delayed un- 
til six weeks ago, when Maj. Merrill, of the 
United States Engineer Corps, the officer who 


has for many years had in charge the improve- 


ments of the Ohio River, arrived here with his 
staff of assistants from\ Cincinnati, and com- 


meénced active operations. 

‘Lhe secondary interest ip the construction of 
this dam is, as has been intimated, that when 
finished, if it shall prove successful iu all ways 
in which success is promised for it, it will be- 
come the basis of improvement of the .Ohio 
River down its whole thousand miles of length 
from Pittsburg to Cairo, an improvement which 
will materially change the interests of transpor- 
tation and commerce upon its waters. It is the 
prospective change in some of these iuterests 
which is arousing here iu their headquarters, 
since the actual beginning of work on the dam, 
an Opposition to this scheme of river improve- 
ment as bitter as that by which it was assailed 
from the same source at the moment when iis 
proposition was first laid before a Cangressional 
Committee at Washington. 

Four years ago Maj. Merrill, who had been on 
an extended visit of professional inspection in 
Europe, returned to Washington and laid be- 
tore Congress the details ot tae scheme to ob- 
tain navigable slackwater, universally emp.oyed 
in the low-tide rivers in France. This scheme 
is that of the Chamoin dam, named after its in- 
ventor. To the Committee before which it was 
explained it seemed practicable as au improve- 
ment of the navigation of the Ohio, and Con- 
gress, on recommendation of the Committee, 
immediately appropriated $100,000 for the con- 
struction of an experimental dam here at the 
head waters of the river at Pittsburg. The ap- 
propriation was, however, conditional upon the 
cession by the State of Pennsylvania of all 
authority over the proposed work to the United 
States. This cessivn of authority was yielded 
by the State last winter. At the same time 
Congress had made an additional appropriation 
of $300,000 for the “improvement of the Unio 
River.“ an appropriation evidently intended to 
be diverted by the War Department, under 
whose auspices it is expended, to the construc- 
tion of this particular work. 

The past summer has, therefore, seen practi- 
cally mitiated this plan for improving the navi- 
gation of the Ohio, destined, perhaps and prob- 
ably, to convert the river, like the rivers of 
France—the Seine, the Saone, the Meuse; the 
Oise, and Marne—into a locked canal, irom its 
source to its mouth. Snould future Congresses 
determine, after the preseat work is finished, to 
continue to completion this system of better- 
ing the navigation of the Onio, it is estimated 
by competent engineers that fifty dams simular 
to the one al y building will be required in 
the long stretch of river made unnaviguble by 
the midsummer low tides between Pittsburz 
and Cincionati. 

Descriptively speaking the Cnamoin, or French 
dam as it is commonly called, is simply a dam 
so constructed as to perform the functions of a 
dam only at low tides, Allowing itself to fall 
prone on the river bed at high tides, and navi- 
gation to pass over it in its usual 
course. In detail it is a structure ed 
ef wooden wickets, four to six feet 
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over the Atlantic does not 
coal yearly drifted down the Ohio out of the 
City of Pittsburg. * 

An improvement of the river which would 
make it throughout the vear continuously navi- 
gable, would break this coal monopoly and per- 
mit scores of traders with small means to par- 
take of the profits of its commerce. The im- 
provement of the river contemplated in the 
scheme of a series of French dams is therefore 


one iu favor of the democracy of trade; and in 


this light the general population of Pittsburg 
look upon the construction this national 
work in their vicinity. 

Leaving out of view the economical consider- 
ations involved in this extended scheme of im- 
proving the Ohio at the — of the Nation, 
it is‘clear that the general advantages resulti 
to the ease and convenience of trade from — 
an improvement of the river’s navigation would 
be immense. 

Whatever mav be the flual event of this pro- 
jected aid, from a foreign scheme, to American 
river navigation, the first great dam on the 
Frreuch system will have been speedily flung 
across the headwaters of the Ohio, making its 
experiment no longer doubtful. 

Under the immediate superintendence of 
Lieut. Mahan, a West Point graduate, now of 
the United States Engineers, and his efficient 
secretary, Mr. Lowe, of Cinciunati, the work is 
belug carried forward with almost unexampled 
energy fora Government undertaking. Three 
hundred laborers are already employed on the 
dam, continuing the work night and day. The 
cold weatber will not be allowed to arrest the 
workmen, houses for their accommodation be- 
ing already in process of building on the island 
purchased by the Government in the Obio for a 
basis of operations. Another autumn will un- 
doubtediy see the completed structure of this 
great work. 


A MILLIONAIRE’S WEDDING. 


Commodore Garrison’s Marriage to Miss 
Letitia Willett Randell, of St. Louis. 
New York Heraid, Oct. 13. 

Quietly and without the least ostentation 
Commodore Cornelius K. Garrison was married 
Thursday to Miss Letitia Willett Randell, af St. 
Louis. For some time past it had been rumored 
at Saratoga and other watering places that the 
aged millionaire would soon take to himself 
another wife; but there was not even the least 
rippie of a flurry in social circles when the event 
itself occurred at 7 o’clock in the evening of the 
day mentioned. In fact, the ceremony, which 
tvok place in one of the private residences at- 
tached tothe Windsor Hotel, was over in less 
than a half-hour, and by 8 o’ciock Mrs. Garrison, 
nee Randell, was installed as mistress of the Com- 
modore’s beautiful mansion at 40 Park avenue. 
The Rev. Robert Russel Booth, D. D., pastor of 
the University Place Presbyterian Church, ot 
which the Commodore has been an active mem- 
ber for a number of years, performed the cere- 
mony, which was witnessea only by the im- 
mediate relatives of the parties most interested. 
Mr. William R. Garrison, President of the 
Metropolitan Elevated Road, sou of the Com- 
modore, and the Commodore’s grandchildren ; 
also Mr. John M. Randell and family, who re- 
side in the house where the wedding took place, 
were the only guests—not even the inmates 
of the Windsor being aware that a marriage in 
high life was being contracted at their very 
doors. It wasin perfect keeping with his well- 
known desire that there was an absence of 
elaborate toilets onthe part of the few ladies 
present at the wedding, the bride, even, being 
attired in a simple visiting dress. 

Miss Letitia Willett Randell, now Mrs. Com- 
modore Garrison, is the eldest daughter of Mr. 
John M. Randell, a retired merchant of St. 
Louis. She is a tall, slender young lady, an 
exceedingly handsome brunette, a little over 20 
years old. She was a great favorite at St. 
Louis, and at the Windsor Hotel, where the 
family bas boarded during their sujourn in this 
city, as well as at the Grand Union in Saratoga, 
where it is sta Thursday’s marriage wags 
agreed upon. She has alwavs been d as 
a most estimable young lady. Mr. Randelj 
pere is an old friend of the Commodore, who 
has frequently visited his bride’s home in St. 
Louis. A gentleman, congratulating the Com- 
modore yesterday, ex his astonishment 
at finding him at home, it having been reported 
down town that he had gone on a bridal tour. 
„Ob,“ said Mr. Garrison, good naturedly, ** peo- 
ple always will have something to say. I am 
comfortable enough here and happy that the 
lady is mistress of my home. iam enjoying 
very good health, and for the rest attend to my 
business, as everybody else ought to do.“ The 
good wishes, not only of the Commodore’s im- 
mediate relatives, but of his numerous business 
acquaintances, have been showered upon the 
happy couple since the announcement of the 
marriage was first made on Friday morning. 

From an early age Mr. C. K. Garrison, the 
happy bridegroom, devoted himseit closely to 
business, but it was not until California loomed 
up as an Eldorado that he became a conspicuous 
figure; first, in the Central American, next in 
the Pacific trade. The year 1853 found him at 
the head of an important banking-house in 
Panama. Commodore Vanderbilt then desired 
him to assume the San Francisco agency of the 
Nicaragua line of steamers, with the princely 
salary of $60,000 per annum. He received an ad- 
ditional salary of $25,000 as the agent of several 
New York insurance companies, and at once set- 
tled down in San Francisco. Under his able 
mabagement the Nicaragua route became ex- 
ceeflingly popular, and fresh tone was given to 
every de ment of business on the Pacific 
Coast. ithin six months after his arrival in 
California, Mr. Garrison was elected Mayor of 
San Francisco. Within a month after his in- 
auguration he opened war upon the public 

ambiing hells then abounding in the Golden 

ity, and finally succeeded in abolishing them 
altogether. Municipal ordinances were for the 
first time enforced under his administration, 
hack fares were regulated, industrial schools 
established, foreign capital was made to bear its 
share uf the public burdeus, and the negroes of 
the Pacific Coast remember to-day that Mayor 
Garrison first instituted measures for their edu- 
cation. He was the first cash subscriber for the 
exploration of a route ior the Pacific Railroad, 
and was the first to urge the construction 
of a telegraph line over the Sierras. At the 
close of his official term he drew a check for the 
entire amouat of bis salary as Mavor and di- 
vided it equally between the Catholic and Prot- 
estant orphan asylums. On bis return to New 
York he became at once known as u bold and 
successful financier, and to-day he is one of the 
leading steamship proprietors in the United 
States. During the War, Commodore Garrison 
fitted out at bisown expense the Butler Ship 
Island expedition, and received the thanks of 
President Lincoln and Secretary Seward for his 
patriotic services. His business interests to-day 
are not at all confined to New York; be still 
holds large properties in California, and there 
are enterprises in various parts of the country 
in which he owns heavy interests. His latest 
investment isthe Metropolitan Elevated Rail- 
way, of which he is probably the heaviest stock- 
holder, but the management of which is en- 
tirély left to the of Directors, presided 
over by his sun, Wiliiam R. Garrison.

It is an encouraging sign ‘of t the healthy 
tone of public sentiment that the def aulters, 


“embezziers, and betrayers of trusts are get- 


ting the:treatment of common thieves and 
highwaymen. Twoof them were yesterday 
sentenced to long terms at hard labor in the 
Penitentiary. Harsaway, the Fall River 
mill-wrecker, was sent to meet Cuacr, his 
illustrious instructor and exemplar in the art 
of stealing on a magnificent scale, receiving 
a sentence of ten years, which toa man of his 
former position of honor, trust, and influ- 
ence means something worse than annihila- 
tion. At New York Jesse R. Oaxxey, the 
crooked Cashier of the Merchants’ Exchange 
National Bank, who escaped in 1870 to 
Europe, and lately returned and pleaded 
guilty, was given a term of five years in the 
Albany Penitentiary. 


‘Something in the nature of a National 
Democratic Convention is likely soon to as- 
semble in Washington to determine what 
shall be done about the cipher telegrams. 
That something must be done is certain. It 
is not a question of Torx in 1880, for that 
may be considered as settled; but it is a 
question of Titpen in 1876, and of the 
odium cast upon the Democratic party by 
the recent revelations. This is the matter 
shortly to be considered by a conclave of 
leading Democrats, many of whom have 
already arrived in Washington for the pur- 
pose of considering the proper course te 
pursue. It is said that their first business 
will be to ascertain whether the cipher tel- 
egrams printed in the New York Tribune are 
genuine and the translations correct; and 
then, after these points have been settled 
affirmatively, as they undoubtedly will be, 
will come the questidi, What to Do with 
Tupex. The feeling is reported to be 
strongly ig favor of a formal, deliberate, and 
authori disavowal and denunciation of 


the man and his methods by the Democratic 
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Party. 
Dexnis Kranxzr's sentiments regarding 
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now exist that led to the over- 
defeat of the proposition when

papers representing all sentiments—Repub- 
lican, Democratic, and Independent—in 
treating the results of the October elections 
as @ crushing defeat for the at lunatics.

that it would be necessary to make a stub- 
born fight against the new lunacy. The re- 
action came a little late in the day for the 
October elections, but it accomplished more 
than was hoped for; the same reaction will 
count for a good deal more in the November 
elections. 


There was not more than one sentence in 
Ben Hrrx's recent scurrilous letter which 
was truthful, and that was used for a false 
purpose. There is but one more step, he 
says, between our free institutions and de- 
struction.” That step is popularly. known as 
Mexicanization. In organizing the so-called 
“Porrer Investigation,” the Democrats 
threatened to take that step. They receded 
somewhat when they found the effect which 
their menace was likely to have upon the 
Congressional elections. They receded still 
more when they exposed the corruption and 
rottenness of the testimony in which they 
looked for a pretext. But this letter of Ben 
Huz's, revealing that the men most con- 
servatively inclined at the South can be 
coerced into abject submission to the Demo- 
cratic caucus, is a new warning that the De- 
mocracy may yet take this desperate’step.

TILDEN AND THE CIPHERS. 

Let the reader who has gone through all 
the cipher-dispatches from Manns, and 
Wootuey, and Corie, and the answers by 
Hawai Bnd the inmates of TW DEN G 
mansion at Gramercy Park, candidly ask 
himself what would have been the consé- 
quences had the conspirators actually pur- 
chased the vote in Florida, and thereby 
made Mr. Tux President. 
MAaRrs.r’s proposition was to pay $100,000 
for the required vote. Woollxr's proposi- 
tion was to pay $50,000 for the vote. The 
vote was lost through TrupEn’s economical 
notions. First, he wanted Manni and 
Woorxxx to pool their issues, lest they 
pay twice for the same vote; second, that, 
while willing to pay the price asked by Man- 
BLE, if the vote could be had for $50,000, as 
stated by Woouzey, he did not want to lose 
the difference; third, he did not want the 
money paid over until the vote was deliv- 
ered. While dickering about the sum to be 
paid for the yote, and willing to purchase 
the Presidency by the bribery of an 
Elector, Mr. TrrpEn’s constitutional . objec- 
tion to spending any more monoy than was 
required causeda delay, andthe Electoral 
vote was polled for Hares befcre either 
W ootiey or Mang was authorized to pay 
the price. Let us suppose that Torx, 
without being any less corrupt, had been a 
little less cautious, and had given the an- 
thority in time, and that one of the Repub- 
lican Electors, accepting the $100,000, had 
voted for Tom and made him President, 
what then would have been TrLpen’s condi- 
tion? The country would bave had ne 
doubt of the fact of the bribery, the cor 
ruption of the Elector would have been évi- 
dent, and the proof would have been für- 
nished by his vote. It would have been 
claimed by the corrupt official and by the 
whole Democratic party that the man had 
acted from conscientious motives; that, sat- 
isfied that Tr was honestly entitled to 
the vote of Florida, he had voted only to 
carry out the wishes of the people of the 
State. The vote, notwithstanding the brib- 
ery, would have been as valid as any other, 
and effectual in making Ti. DEN President. 

Mr. Tupzw would have taken the office 
with the knowledge that Havemerrr, Man- 
BLE, Wool, the purchased Elector, and 
the persons in New York through whom he 
operated, had the proofs .in their own hands 
of the whole corrupt proceedings and of his 
personal participation therein. He would 
be President, it is true, but the witnesses and 
associates in the crime would be living, and 
would be his masters. While he would be 
technically President, they would exercise 
the Executive power, with or without his 
consent. Let the country imagine the Exec- 
utive power of the nation administered by 
Woottzy, Marsiz, Corie, and Havemerer, 
and each of these the owner of the secret 
that the President had personally purchased 
the vote that had elected him! Just imagine 
the President in the hands of such a 
gang of men as these. They would 
be absolute dictators. If they did 
not take Cabinet offices themselves, 
they would name the Cabinet. Think 
of the revenue service they would pro- 
vide! Think of Maxton Mannzx Secretary 
of State, or Minister to France, with one part- 
ner Commissioner of Internal Revenue and 
another as Commissioner of Indian Affairs; 
then Havemerer as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, with a friend in the New York Castom- 
House or Minister to England ; then Maj. 
Woontey as Secretary of War, with an asso- 
ciate as Secretary of the Navy. Would not 
poor Ropeson and BAANAT have hidden 
their duminished heads? What a civil service 
the Government would have with the Execn- 
tive authority exercised by the men who 
would be im possession of the secret of 
Samury Tubes political rape and moral 
degradation. If men and women guilty of 
moral weakness, or even so circumstanced 
as to give color to & suspicion of guilt, 
are made life-long victims of plunder 
by unprincipled blackmailers, how rich 
would be the harvest of the followers of 
these political scoundrels, who, after leading 
their man into infamy, would then, as the 
price of their silence as to his crime, take 
control of the Executive power of, the whole 
country! It is possible the thieves might 
fall out. Even while in Florida, Mum tele- 
graphed Pixon that WooLtey was a nui- 
sance and an impediment..” In that case, 
the whole Administration from Til Dx down 
would fall to pieces and be driven by popular 
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| humiliation and degradation would be none 


the less complete, and the purchase of the 
Presidency by the bribery of an Elector 
would pass into history as a precedent, dis- 
graceful it may be, but none the less a prece- 
dent.

If ever there were any honest purpose in 
the Porrsr Committee to investigate wheth- 
er there were any frauds or attempts at 
fraud in the Electoral vote at the last Presi- 
dential election, the discovery of these 
cipher telegrams in the Oregon and the 
Florida cases furnish a clear case for investi- 
gation. To these revelations aré to be 
added those not yet published concerning 
the South Carolina case, where the attempts 
to bribe were equally conspicuous, and 
equally criminal, and equally connected 
with Mr. Tripen. If Mr. Sprrncer was 80 
jubilant over Mrs, Jenxs and the SHeRMan 
letter, he will, at the next meeting of the 
Potrrer Committee, dance a jamboree over 
the Marsiz, Woottey, and Tuo cipher 
messages. Never in the history of American 
politics, not even in the infamy of the 
Twezep business, has there been an exposure 
of more disgraceful dishonesty than is re- 
vealed by these Florida messages. , 


A CHINESE MANDARIN’S DEFENSE OF 
THE CHINESE. 


The ablest and most forcible statement of 
the Chinese side of the Chinese question 
that has yet been made comes from a China- 
man. We have before usa little pamphlet 
containing four letters addressed to the 
San Francisco Argonaut by Kwana Crane 
Layo, a high rank and evidently highly edu- 
cated Mandarjn in that city. He deals with 
the query, Why should the Chinese go?” 
in a masterly way, asserting his premises 
with defiant power, and drawing his con- 
clusions with irresistible logic, and clothing 
the whole in a literary style that would do 
credit to the best English scholars. 

Kwano Cuane Line gives a plump answer 
to the question at the very outset. He 


Says : 

The cry is here that the Chinese must go. I say 
that they should not go; that they cannot go; will 
not go. More than this, that, were it conceivable 
that they went, your State would be ruined; in a 
word, that the Chinese population of the Pacific 
Coast have become indispensable to its continued 
prosperity, and that you cannot afford to part 
with them upon any consideration. 


He then proceeds to demonstrate the truth 
of his .fundamental proposition in the most 
remarkable manner. He goes back to the 
days of Gznors Kuan, when China and Eu- 
rope first became acquainted. That great 
Emperor carried an Imperial army in the 
cause of Deism, or, as you now call it, 
Unitarianism,” through idolatrous Russia. 
His son dispatched his nephew, Batu Kuan, 
on a great expedition, and he conquered 


Russia, Poland, and Silesia, overthrew in 
battle Grorexz II. of Prussia, Henry Duke 
of Breslau, and Bexa IV. of Hungary, “‘ only 
resting his victorious army after he had en- 
camped in Dalmatia and floated the ensign 
dt China above the Venetian Sea.” They 
did not advance into Western Europe, be- 
cause it was Christian, and with the religion 
of Curist the Chinese had no quarrel. In 
view of these conquests, Kwana CHane 
Line asks: If you have anything in the 
history of your civilization to match the 
magnitude of these expeditions, the dis- 
tances they traversed, the grandeur of their 
mission, and the sublime restraint they ex- 
ereised toward Christian Europe, we China- 
men would be glad to hear of it.” While 
China was at the hight of its civilization 
and power, Europe was in its.decadence : 

In the twelfth century, and as a sign of his supe- 
riority, Pope Ce.testine III. kicked the crown off 
the head of the Emperor Henny VI. Kings thea 
lived in buts, and peasants in holes in the ground, 
where they siepfiwith the pigs. The common gar- 
ment was a shee „Which was worn through 
life. Tuat of Tuomas a’ Becket had to be peeled 
from his back after he died. Woolen garments 
were worn at a later date, and at first only by the 
feudal Lords and their principalbretainers. As for 
undergarments, these were only known to the 
Arabs. Society had become so debased, that in the 
eleventh century human beings were employed as 


a circulating medium in Britain, and the price of a 
man was less than that of a hawk. 

As Europe began to rise, China began to 
decay, but Europe did not begin to rise 
until it had opened up commerce with the 
Orient and shaken off the state of feudalism 
which still drags China down. When Europe 
had obtained the compass, sails, and rudders 
for ships, gunpowder, papes, and printing, 
she started upon the present era of civiliza- 
tion, but made such murderous use of her 
new power and superiority that China had 
to adopt a system of rigorous exclusion to 
save herself from being desolated by Euro- 
pean adventurers. It was always China 
that was sought by the early navigators. 
Corvus did not search for America, but 
Cathay, and the Spaniards who ravaged 
Mexico thought they were ravaging China. 
Kwaxd Cava Line claims that the whole 
burden of diplomatic negotiations has been 
for permission to live in China. Two thon- 
sand years before a Chinaman settled in 
Europe Europeans had settled in China, and 
were protected. Mr. Burirncame has re- 
ceived great praise for the concessions ob- 
tained from China, but Kwane Cuana; Line 
sharply reminds us that the treaty grants 
the same privileges and protection to the 
Chinese in America that it does to the 
Americans in China. He indignantly. com- 
ments upon the desire of the Americans to 
traderwith China and have all the com- 
mercial advantage on one side, without 
having any contact with the people : 

All action and reaction are reciprocal. This law 
holds good throughout the physical world; it also 
holds good throughout the moral and political 
world. Nature forbids one-sided arrangements. 
If you must trade with China, you must come in 
contact with Chinamen, and be subjected to the in- 
flaence of Chinese morality and Chinese civiliza- 
tion. The influence may be small, may be remote, 
may be:inappreciabie, — as is the rise of the earth 
toward falling substances. 2 must take place, 
and neither you nor we con help it. You may 
drive us out of California, but we shall influence 
your social affairs all the same. The goods that we 
now manufacture in San Francisco will be fabricat- 
ed in Canton; and, no matter how high you may 
raise your tariff, you will walk in Canton shoes, 
wear Canton shirts, smoke Canton cigars, and 
shooteach other with Canton revolvers and gun- 
powder; for we can make all of them cheaper than 
you can. 

If you have debanched as with opium, we have 
goteven with you by acquiring your mechanical 
art#; and benceforth, unlees Europe and Asia 
shail fail back upon a now impossible scheme of 
strict non-inter course, their fortunes must go to- 
ether. If, as you beheve. your civilization is 
superior to ours, it will have to fall a little in order 
that ours may rise a creat deal; and tuis must take 
place whether the few Chinese now in California 
Shall remain or not. It is Gon's law, and cannot 
be averted. It is the means by which He bas and 
will continue to slowly knit together the diverse 
threads of all human life. 

Upon the question of morality; Kwane 
CuanG Lixo is equally forcible and to the 
point. He says: 

You are continually objecting to his morality. 
Your travelers say he is depraved; your missioners 
cal] him ungodly; your commissioners call tim un- 
cleanly; and your sans culottes call him everything 
that is vile. et your housewives permit him to 
walt upon them at table; they admit him to their 
bed-chambers: they confide to him their garments 
and jewels; and even trust their lives to him. by 
awarding him supreme control over their kiichens 
and the preparation of their food. There is a 
glaring contradiction bere. The plain truth is. 
that what you have regarded as evidences of im- 
morality and depravity are simply evidences of in- 
digence and misery. The European peasant was 
in the same conditjon three centurtes ago, and iu 
rome countries—for example, Russia, Eastern 
Germany, Roumania, Ireland. and parts of Italy 
and Portugal—be is very nearly in a similar condi- 
tion to-day. Yet you not only tolerate him in 
America, you share him your political privi- 
leges; yOu admit him social communion; he is 
your 8 while the poor Chinaman you would 
drive away with blows and contumely, What ir it 
should appear afier all, there was nothing 
defensible beneath your hatred of Chinamen but 
ignorance and religious ? Where would then 
stand the bases of your vaunted civilization’ 


In his appeal for justice Kwanc Caano 
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Lane relies more upon commercial and in- 
dustrial reasons than any other, in a word 
appeals to American greed as the most pow- 
erful motive. He shows that European and 
American merchants realize huge profits of 
from 40 to 800 per cent on all goods from 
China, and that several branches of industry 
must be abandoned if the Ohinamen are 
driven away, becanse they cannot be con- 
ducted upon the high American wage basis. 
For instance, he says: ‘‘ No one pretends 
that cigars can be made upon your would-be 
basis of wages. Already most of the cigars 
consumed here, apart from those made by 
Chinamen, are imported from New York. As 
for the yarns about leprous Chinese cigar- 
makers, the finest cigar in the world, those 
of Havana, are all, without exception, made 
by Chinamen; and this has been the case 
for upward of twenty years.” He claims 
that the Chinese have bullt up certain petty 
industries which cannot be kept up if they 
are driven away. “The same logic that 
would banish the Chinese will destroy every 
labor-saving machine in the land.” 

Kwano CHAN Lina, in the course of his 
arguments, corrects many erroneous impres- 
sions about China. He shows by carefully- 
prepared tables that the population instead 
of increasing is falling off, and so far from 
there being any danger that China will let 
loose 400,000,000 paupers upon this country, 
her entire population is only about 100,000,- 
000, whereas an hundred years ago it was 
about 200,000,000. But be the population 
what it may, Kwang Cnano Line is certain 
upon one point, and that is that the Chinese 
will not go. He pluckily says: 


I believe that I have said enough to show why 
the Chinese should not go. It jis only necessary to 
advert to the enormous interest which they have 
built up in this country to make it clear that they 
cannot go; and I may add that if it becomes neces- 
sary for them to appeal to all Christendom, and 
even to arms against your injustice, they are 
prepared to do so. They dia not seek Western in- 
tercourse; thoy did not ask for the BURLINGAME 
treaty; but now that both have been thrust upon 
them they are determined that both shall be re- 
spected. They will not be driven forth. It must 
sound strangely to hear a Chinaman speak of re- 
sorting to arms to obtain the obser vance of a treaty. 
It is strange; but it is your method, the method of 
your boasted Western civilization; you have taucht 
it to us, and we shall employ it. It may, also, 
scem preposterous on our part to speak of arms, 
when you believe that we have none. But here 
you are mistaken. 


It is almost impossible in the space of a 
newspaper article to reproduce even the 
substance of these very remarkable letters, 
so much information is stowed away in every 
page of them, and such admirable use is 
made of it in application and argument. 
The defense is so compact, strong, and solid, 
the letters are so full of the most convincing 
logic as wellas of powerand dignity, that 
they would not do discredit to the most 
brilliant of American scholars. Is it possi- 
ble that one of the latter class is hiding be- 
hind a Chinese nom de plume? Meanwhile, 
until Dennis Kearney and the other ig- 
norant blatherskites of the sand-lot who are 
howling through the North against the Chi-, 
nese can answer this Mandarin, they would 
do well to maintain a respectful silence. 
The comparison between this Chinamah and 
the sand-lot hoodlum is not favorable to the 
latter. In fact, the former makes him ap- 
pear as a much more egregious ass and 
brutal bully than he has hitherto seemed to 
be. 


ENGLAND'S NEW WAR. 

Our current foreign mails bring us copies 
of the English papers which had just re- 
ceived the news of the repulse of the En- 
glish mission by the Ameer of Afghanistan. 
As the sensation of the day, all of them de- 
vote leading articles to the subject, which 
will give our re@usrs an idea of the senti- 
ment in England regarding the new war. 
The Pall-Mall Budget has no doubt about 
the necessity of the war, and of the prompt 
and thorough punishment of the Ameer, but 
concludes that he is not the only person to 
be dealt with. It does not believe that he 
would have brought an English army into 
his country without the encouragement of 
Russia. Whether this be so or not, the 
Budget declares that Russia has to answer 
foran independent act of hostility to En- 
gland, the dispatch of her mission to Cabul 
being a violation of the pledges upon which 
the peaceful relations of the two-countries 
in that region rested. ** The dispatch of their 
mission to Cabul wasa deliberate rupture 
of an understanding upon which peace be- 
tween the two nations in the East was 
based,” says the Hudget; this being the 
case, we would like toknow what course her 
Majesty’s Government propose to take as to 
Russia as well as to the Ameer.” The Satur- 
day Nevio and Spectator have very little to 
say about Russia but a great deal about Lord 
Lytton, the Viceroy of India, that is not of 
a complimentary sort. The former thinks 
that the popularity of the Government will 
he compromised by the sudden disclosure of 
a necessary choice between an Afghan war 
and dangerous humiliation ; that the’ result 
has come from the abandonment of the 
policy of masterly inactivity heretofore fol- 
lowed by the Indian Government; and that 
it exposes the shallowness of numerous 
politicians who have iucessantly as- 
serted that the progress of Russia 
in Central Asia thredtened no danger 
to England or India.” „ If there 
had been no Russian conquest in Central 
Asia,” says the Review, it would not have 
been necessary to choose between unprofit- 
able war and inglorious peace.” The Spec- 
tator throws the whole responsibility upon 
the foolish haste of Lérd Lytton and the 
showy policy of Lord Braconsrrrip, and 
handles the former without gloves. It 
blames him for sending a pompous mission 
with athousand military followers instead 
of a quiet embassy, and of parading his de- 
signs all over Europe and Asia, and an- 
nouncing beforehand the great deeds he in- 
tended to perform, instead of keeping it ia 
the Secret Department to the very last mo- 
ment,—by which policy the sound of its 
failure is already reverberating through 
every bazaar of India and every Capital of 
Europe.” It accepts the war as inevitable; 
but thinks the Governmentcan undo much of 
the blunder by recalling the Viceroy. At the 
same time it warns the Government there 
must be no mistakes and no disaster. I 
we lose a battle, India will be in flame be- 
hind us from end -to end.” It evidently 
places no reliance upon the friendliness of 
the feudatory Indian Princes, and complains 
that, “ instead of quietly limiting the force 
of each noble, or if possible coercing them 
in detail, the Government has flourished 
magnificently about our policy,’ has 
warned all the world through the 7 imes that 
the feudatory armies armies are doomed, 
and has even specified those which it thinks 
most dangerous.” It sums up the situation 
in the following significant words: 


We must advance, therefore, with every Prince 
listening in full armor, with the Mabratia people 
baillng with excitement, and with every Mussal- 
man in Berigal craning to catch the signal. All 
that is uo matter, for we have faced it all before: 
but all that makes it indispensable that we shonid 
win, anda war in which we must win will be a 
great and expensive war. The numbers must be 
ample, the reserves profuse. There must be no 
de 15 of commissariat or cartage. no riek run 
of a break in communications for ten deys, no hesi- 
tation in guard ilways, no forgetting that

The Tunes is all for war and for the im- 
mediate commencement of the campaign. 
It argues that the success must be decisive, 
and that a prolonged war, with noclearresult 
after it, would hardly be better than a defeat, 
and it warns the Government in this wise: 
The Ameer, we may conelude, must have 
been well aware of the extent of the provoca- 
tion he was giving us, and of the manner in 
which it would be met on our part. He, like 
ourselves, must have been taking ready for 
war, and though be may have no allies to 
help him, yet he may receive a good deal 
of volunteered assistance. We can be in no 
doubt that we shall be well able to deal with 
him and with his friends, but it would be 
dangerous for us to imagine that we can do 
so without effort.” From the general drift 
of public/sentiment, as expressed by these 
representative papers, we gather that, while 
all classes in England accept the war as in- 
evitable, they do not accept it with enthu- 
siasm, and that behind this rapture with the 
Ameer they have a vague feeling of sus- 
picion, I not of actual alarm, that this is 
only the first step towards a contest of much 
vaster magnitude which may involve En- 
gland in a war with Russia.

Attorney-General Dxvxxs, appealed to from 
certain Southern districts where Republican 
meetings have been broken up and dis- 
persed by armed mobs of Democrats, has 
directed the attention of the District Attor- 
neys to the following section of the Revised 


Statutes : 

If two or more persons, In any State or Terri- 
tory, conspire to prevent by force, intimidation, 
or threat, any citizen who is lawfully entitled to 
vote, from giving hie support or advocacy. ina 
legal manner, toward or in favor of any lawfully- 
qualified person as an Elector for rresident or 
Vice-President, or as a member of the Congress of 
the United States; or to injure any citizen in per- 
son or property on account of such support or ad- 
vocacy; each of such persons shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than $500 nor more than $5, 000, 
or by imprisonment, with or without hard larbor, 
not jess than six months nor more than six years, 
or by both such fue and imprisonment. 


This law, properly enforced, will be ample 


‘to protect the colored Republicans in South 


Carolina, Alabama, and other Southern 
States where they are making efforts to 
assert their political rights. The question 
is, whether it cam be enforced. It is the 
duty of the United States Attorneys and Mar- 
shals in the Southern States to make a 
determined effort to enforce it whenever the 
proper occasion arises, and to call upon the 
citizens, both black and white, to assist in 
such effort. If they fail, then the responsi- 
bility will be upon those Democrats in the 
South who wete so profuse in their pledges 
of protection for the colored voters some two 
years ago. The Charleston (S. C.) News’ and 
Courier, in commenting upon the order, 
professes to herald it with great satisfac- 
tion as the proper means for prevent- 
ing black Republicans in certain dis- 
tricts from intimidating the negroes who 
desire to vote the Democratic ticket. This 
is a kind of sarcasm that does not augur very 
favorably for the enforcement of the law; it 
is evidently prompted by a faith that the 
Democrats will refuse the United States 
authorities the assistance that may be re- 
quired. If there were any doubts of this, 
the same paper sets it at rest by the con- 
cluding sentence of its article, which is: 4 
whole army ¢annot keep the Democracy 
from carrying South Carolina, if they choose 
to carry it, and Attorney-General Devens 
has no army to call out for the benefit of his 
particular friends, whether Democratic or 
Republican! The circular letter is a blank 
cartridge ; it will not scare the Radical bul- 
lies, or give the Democrats more confidence 
and determination than they already pos- 
ses. This means defiance. It amounts to 
a notice that the Democrats of that State are 
not to be scared, that they know there is no 
army at the back of the United States Mar- 
shals to carry out the law, and that the 
authorities of the General Government can- 
not hope for any support from the Demo- 
cratic whites in a lawful effort to enforce 
fair play. Is this the Wapz Hampton idea 


of conciliation ?

One ELLIs B. Scunazen, of New York, is 
writing a series of open letters to the Hon. 
Apram S. Hewrrt, as Chairman of the Con- 
gressional Labor Committee, with the pu 
pose of pointing out how the reviving pros- 
perity of the country may be made endur- 
ing. His first proposition was for differen- 
tial tariff ; his second, on which he lays par- 
ticular stress, is to levy an export duty upon 
cotton. The basis on which this recom- 
mendation is made isthe assumption that 
cotton cannot be grown in any other 
country in such quantities and of such qual- 
ity as to compete with the United States of 
America. This would be a very unsafe basis 
to proceed upon, notwithstanding the lack of 
success that has attended certain efforts to 
supplant American cotton with a growth in 
India and Africa. These experiments were 
by no means total failures, but partial suc- 
cesses that might bave been pushed to com- 
plete successes if the American War had con- 
tinued, or if other conditions had threatened 
a long exclusion of the American cotton from 
England. They would be renewed under 
any system giving American cotton an arti- 
ficial value, and, with the opening of new 
fields in Africa, America might call a rival 
into existence that could not subsequently 
be annihilated. And it must not be forgot- 
ten that we once levied a tax on cotton, 
which was practically an export tax; the 
purpose was to compel the Southern States 
to contribute a small portion of the enormous 
expenses of the War. Yet the people of the 
South have not yet recovered from the re- 
sentment which that tax occasioned; they 
still denounce it as unconstitutional, and are 
still hopeful of recovering from the Govern- 
ment the amount of taxes paid. It is not a 
good time to propose an export tax of any 
kind, and we doubt whether such a proposi- 
tion will ever receive favor in a country and 
among a people whose productive resources 
seem to be inexhaustible. Our people will 
prefer to go on selling to the rest of the 
world all it wants to buy at a fair profit on 


the cost of production. 
— ——n 


The new system of registering third-class 
mail matter, which includes pretty much 
everything except written matter, is evi- 
dently destined to provide cheap transporta- 
tion for small packages,—a facility that has 
been withheld too long from the people of 
this country, The registration fee is 10 
cents in addition to the postage required on 
the article sent, the charge for which is deter. 
mined by weight. This fee is desigifed sim. 
ply to cover the cost of registration, which 
furnishes the sender with evidence that the 
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to send packages by mail with precisely the 
same advantages as by express, except that 
they are not guaranteed against loss; but 
experience has proved that the chances of 
loss or damage are very small, while 
the difference in the cost of sending is enor- 
mous. When the system shall become thor- 
oughly known to the public it is likely that 
the Post-Office will transport the great bulk 
of small parcels forwarded from one part of 
the country to the other, and the people will 
make a vast saving in the aggregate cost. It 
is possible that the express companies have 
heretofore taken advantage of their practical 
monopoly of the package business to charge 
more than they ought, and, in view of the 
Post-Office competition, they may make a 
material reduction; still they will scarcely 
be able to put the rates on small packages so 
low as the Government, for several reasons. 
The Government is not compelled to earn 
dividends on watered stock, and in- 
deed only aims to pay actual ex- 
penses, nor does the additional serv- 
ice cost the Government anything like the 
omount of money which the express com- 
panies are obliged to pay for offices, agents, 
superintendents, etc. The Government, of 
course, does not enter the field as a compet- 
itor with the express companies; it merely 
offers cheap ratés on small packages which 
the express companies have never voluntarily 
given; if the express companies put down 
their rates in proportion, there is no ob jec- 
tion in the world to their doing the business ; 
but, if they cannotor will not do this, the Gov- 
ernment service is available, and will be gen- 
erally employed. In Germany, and, we be- 
lieve, in some other of the Continental coun- 
tries, what is known among us as the express 
business is transacted entirely by the postal 
service, and from now on it may be expected 
that the United States mail service will be 
charged with a very large part of this 
business.

We have horse-shows, cattle-shows, chicken- 
shows, and all sorts of other shows, and Why 
should we not have an exhibition of children?

It would take the 
conceit out of many a proud moth- 
er who fondly imagines, as all mothers 
should, that hers is the sweetest, prettiest, 
loveliest, freshest little darling ever born into 
the world, and it would inspire pride and cour- 
age in many a modest bosom to see ber child 
draw a first, or second, or some sort of a prize.

When a resolution was 
under consideration expressing the sense of the 
Senate in respect to the violation of the laws 
and usages of civilized war by the Government 
of the United States, and the joint resolution 
in relation to the proclamation issued by the 
President of the United States forthe emanci- 
pation of slaves and the exciting of servile war, 
be submitted the following bill. It was en- 
titled An act to punish incitement to servile 
insurrection and other crimes, when committed 
under the pretense of war.“ HILI's resolution 
proposed to ignore and set at defiance all the laws 
and usages of civilized warfare, and doom to 
certain death all officers and soldiers of the 
Union army who might by any chance be taken 
prisoners on the territory claimed by the Rebels. 
Here is the resolution: 


Sec. 1. The Congress of the Confederate States 
of America do enact: Thatif any person, singly 
or in organized. bodies, shall, under pretense of 
waging war, kill, or maim, zor in any wise ipjure 
the person of an unarmed citizen of the Conted- 
erate States, Or shall destroy, or seize, or damage 
the property, or invade the house or domicile, or 
insult the family of such unarmed citizen; or shall 
persuade or force any slave to abandon his owner, 
or shall, by word or act, counsel or incite to 
servile, insurrection within the limits of the Con- 
federate States; all such persons, if captured by 
the forces of the Confederate States, shall be 
treated as criminals, and not as prisoners of war, 
and shall be tried by mulitary court, aad, on con- 
viction, suffer death. 

Suc. 2. That every person pretending to be a 
soldier or officer of the United States who shali be 
captured on the soi] of the Confederate States after 
the Ist day of January, 1863, shail be presumed to 
have entered the territory of the Confederate States 
with intent to excite insurrection and abet murder, 
and unless satisfactory proof be addneed to the 
contrary before the military court before which the 
trial shall be had, shati suffer death. This section 
shall be continued in force until the proclamation 
issued by AGKRAHAM LINCOLN, dated at Washing- 
ton onthe 224 day of September, 1862, shall be 
rescindéd, and the policy therein annonuced shall 
be abandoned, and no longer.

Decline in Sympathy. 


FINANCIAL. 


There was a further decline in rates of foreign 
exchange, in which its direct trade gives Chi- 
cago a daily increasing interest. The market 
became so demoralized that if was impossi- 
ble to negotiate at any price bills not strict- 
dy first class. Sterling sixty-day billie were 
quoted at 478 and sight bille at 48344. Paris six- 
ty-day bile were 5314 and sight 533%, and Ger- 
man sixty-day bills 93. The German and French 
exchange suffered more than the English, because 
of the heavier shipments recently made to France 
and Germany. The rates just given are extreme, 
and any one going into the market to purchase 
would have to pay more. This situation 
of affairs gives the leading bankers and 
capitatiets who deal in exchange an advantage, 
as they get at a low figure the pick of the commer- 
cial bills that are drawn, and can sell their own 
bills ata hieh price. The* present snarp decline, 
especially in sterling, cannot be ascribed to the 
usual fall expert of cotton and grain. This has not 
yet fairly begun. It ie the direct result of the 
financial uncertainty in the English money market. 
Chicago and New York dealers in exchange will 
not make advances unless they know that in case 
of failure on the other side of the party on whom a 
bill ie drawn and of the bank that supplies the 
** credit” to the acceptor, the drawer of the bill 
here will be good for the amount. Since the fail- 
ure of the City of Glasgow Bank losses have been 
incurred that will fall on the Chicago dealers in ex- 
change or the exporters. The failure of the bank 
brings about the failure of the consignee, and 
where the failure, as has happened, o0c- 
curs after the title to the goods has 
been to the acceptor, but before 
be ha’ paid the bill, the toss falle back on Chicago. 
The present turn in the exchange market operates 


to the disadvantage of small houses engaged in 


the direct ‘trade between Chicago and Great 
Britam. To meet present requirements an ex- 
porter must not oniy have capital and credit at 
home, but must be able to command capital and 
credit abroad. He mast have the bank [facilities 
here ty get his bills discounted when drawn, and 
he or his representative abroad must control 
benk credits in London or Liverpool, with 
which totake up the Chicago drafts when they 
comein. 

Such firencia! distrust as now exists operates as 
a commercial blockade, and discriminates, like 
ali financial uncertainty. against the weak in 
favor of the strong. Ifa firm cannot draw satis- 
factory bills they must seil their guods to a 
stronger house that can, and so yield to the latter 
the profits of the venture. 

The quotations of consols, as reported by cable. 
were waiched with keen interest. The decline 
from 94 5-16 to 9444—a fal! of 5-16 since Satur- 
day—was looked on as a sign of squalis, and this 
premonition was reinforced by the rise of the 
Rank of England rate, as announced by cable, to 
6 per cent. The Bank has evidently found insnf- 
ficient its efforts to keep up its reserve by paying 3 


-premiom of one farthing for American eagies and 


one penny for Napoleons, which brought in over 


$5, 000. 000 of gold coin in one day. The increase | 


in the rate of discount, which the Bark sought to 
avoid will add to the financial strain in London, 
and make it more difficuit for those in dubious po- 
sitions to get themselves out. The last statement 
of the Bank shows that its reserve, which was 49 
per cent of its habilities on Sept. 26, now stands 
at 33%. a lower point than has been reached since 
the panic of 1866, when it was 33. 

The position of the seventy-two English joint- 
stock banks at the commencement of 1878 
is given by the London Economist of 
Aug. 31. 1878. The liabilities on depos- 
ite and acceptances were $1,122, 805,030; 
the cash on hand and at the Bank. of England was 
16% per cent of this amount. The total reserve of 
cash, stocks, bills receivable, etc., was 29.1 per 
cent. Of this $1, 122,805,030 of deposits, the five 
leading London joint-stock banks heid no less than 
$564, 973, 235, with cash reserves of 18. 4 per cent, 
and total reserves of 34.7 per cent. The surpris- 
ing thing, according to thie exhibit, is not that 
there should be ramors of trouble now, but that 
there hae not been a breakdown long ago. Any 
Chicago dank running with so low reserves in times 
like these would consider itself broken. The Chi- 
cago banks are certainly stronger in reserves, and 
are less extended than the London joint-stock 
banks. 

All hope of an improved trade in Great Britain 
this year has been abandoned, the Lendon corre- 


- spondent of the Financial Chronicie says, and the 


disappointment is very great. 

The London Times of Oct. 2, in announcing the 
failure of the City of Glasgow Bank, puts the news 
in smail type among the minor telegrams. and 
makes no reference to it in ite financial or editorial 
columns. 

The temporary nature of the rise in the gold pre- 
mium was shown by the fall to 100K. The market 
opened at 101K, fell sticcessively to 101 and 100%, 
and closed at 100%. Chicago owners of gold who 
saw the artificial character of the upward 
movement, and sold at 101% were not dis- 
satisfied with the market. It is now known 
that the premium was manipulated by Gould, who 


took advantage of the Fall of the Treasury on the 


Syndicate for $3, 000,000 of gold coin, and repeat - 
ed the tactics he used before Black Friday. Gould 
bought gold to the amount of $5,000,000, used it 
as collateral for currency loans, and by keeping 
the currency aud the gold off the market created a 
stringency in the money market, and put down 
stocks. The coin balance due the Government by 
the Syndicate that negotiated the $50, 000,000 46 
was $8,000,000. The payment of the $3,000, 000 
Just called for leaves $5,000,000 to be settled for 
on Oct. 21. The gold market will not receive 
more than 85. 000, 000 coin from the payment of 
the 945, 000. 000 of called bonds that are to be 
between ‘this time and the mid- 
dle of November. The Syndicate for the 4 per 
cents have managed to pick up most of these calied 
bonds, and will offset them against the 40 they 
subscribed for. But Secretary Sherman can pre- 
vent any flagrant manipulation of the gold market 
by prepaying without rebate the November gold 
interest of $6,235,000. This will throw into the 
market a larger amount of coin than the 4% per 


cent Syndicate have to withdraw on the 21st inst. 


In other words, Secretary Sherman has it in his 
power to aid or defeat sucha disturtance of the 
gold market as Gould, to the considerable dam- 
age of the country. has just achieved. 

The Chicago banks reported a moderste demand 
for discounts. Thesupvly of loanable funde is 
ample, and there are uo signs of stringency here 
like that im New York. Rates of discount are 6@ 
10 per cent, with lower rates to first-class outside 
Borrowers on call or short time. 

Currency orders were light, and New York ex- 
change orders heavy. The price of New York ex- 
change was quoted at 50@75c per $1, 000 premium. 

The clearings were $3, 500, 000. 

Government bonds, owing to the increasing ac- 
tivity of the money market, are weak, and the 
market bas lost the sustaining influence of heavy 
iuvestments of idle capital. Opening quotations 
in New York were: 6s of 1881, 107K: 68 of 1865, 
January and July.

The Chicago produce markets were weak yester- 
day, and some were active, while others were dull.

The feeling here was particularily heavy in 
grain, agood deal being sola which it 
was apparently not convenient to carry 
any longer. The shipping movement was slow, 
and lake freights receded in consequence, there 
being little inducement to forward grain for sale 
on the seaboard or in Europe, while orders were 
few.

To the Editor of The Tribune, 

CIA. Oct. 14. — In to-day's issue you quote 
from our Circular 393 as the cost of wheat shipped 
from Chicago at 80\%c for No. 2. You say, 
Against this we have Beerbonm's quotations of 


408 off coast, which operators here say is a much 
fairer comparison thau to take the figures 36s to 
36s 6d for prompt shipment. Are the operators 
to whom you refer aware that there ie a material 
difference in the technical phrases ‘*‘ cargoes off 
coast. cargoes for prompt shipment or on pas- 
sage ? That cargoes off coast invariably mean 
2% per cent off andjthree months’ interest to the 
buyer’ Whilecargoes for shipment and on passsage 
mean the transfer ef bill of lading to the ouyer 
at its face value! Is it fair to compare spol vaiues 
here with spot values off coast, when it is a known 
fact that cargoes shipped now will arrive off the 
coast with Ade heavy arrivals from California?’ 

While 368 for prompt shipment looks to us an 
unreasonable quotation, it looks quite as unreason- 
able for Beerbohm to quote spring off coast 40s and 
winter 41s,—a.difference of but 3c per bushel, 
whereas the difference of value in New York is 
quite 10c.per bushel. While Beerbohm is unques- 
tionably erratic in his quotations, we cannot vary 
in our comparison of values and maintain a posi- 
uon of fairness in our sterling calculations.

Correapondence New York Heraid. 
LONDon, Sept. 24.—She left Liverpool a few 
weeks ago because she was compelled to do so. 
Sbe would have stayed much longer, perhaps, 
dad not one generous individual, in coutribut - 
ing a pretty good sum toward her passage 
money, made the condition thatthe money 
should not be paid until he had proof of her 
having safely passed Queenstown on way 
home. She was a widow, and m have 
been attractive, judging by her successful 
career in begging and imposition. Her name I 
know not, or, knowing, care not to gay, as it is 
not essential to the interest of the story. She 
arrived in London two years ago. She said she 
was on her way to Milan, where she intended to 
complete ber musical studies and learn the 
ways of a prima donna assoluta. But, strange to 
say, she ran out of funds while in London, and 
only by the aid of the London Society for Re- 
lieving Americans in Distress was she enabled to 
continue her journey toward the sunny skies of 


Italy. 
. Madame the widow soon made progress in 
Milan. She effected a lodgmentin the family 
of an American resident -of Milan, and drew 
around her the kind wishes and many dollars 
to perfect her in ber laudable attempt to be- 
come evabled to distinguish herself on the op- 
eratic stage. But, although professors were 
found to stimulate her ambition, it was not 
until the dollars jegan to give out that she was 
given to understand that ber voice was no great 
shakes, and that she would never succeed in the 
role she had adopted. Then she began to study 
the sponging process, practicing upon all Amer- 
icans who would bieed freely. Indeed, if one 
hich in authority is to be creuited, she began to 
confound truth with a strong blending of fancy. 
She had a fertile imagination, and, with a faciie 
pen, she could imitate handwriting: Raised in 
the Protestant faith, she found it necessary to 
change her ideas of church policy, and she be- 
came what some call a convert to Roman Catbol- 
icism. Making merchandise of her moral con- 
victions, she bored the priests indoors and out, 
3 a liberal supply Of wines to be sent 
to her resſdence to strengthen her debilitated 
constitution, impaired further by dire applica- 
tion to the notes of the great classic masters of 
music.” 
But there is an end to all things, and the lady 
found herself last fall “played ont.“ Then 
she wended her way to Paris. While there she 
got hold of the Paris Relief Society for Ameri- 
cans, and they finally agreed to send her home 
via Havre. ticket was given her for a pass- 
ave, but, the air of Paris seeming to agree with 
her, she concluded to dispose of her ticket 
there. Failing in this, she started for Havre 
aod put up at the Hotel du Louvre, and. con- 
cluding that a winter’s passage home would be 
very unpleasant, as she had a slight cold, she 
remained at the hotel until the bili had run up 
to 160 francs, and she had no money to meet it. 
The Consul there took her passage-ticket and 
gave her money sufficient to come to London in 
search of an engagement. The hotel proprietor 
refused to give up the baggage till his little bill 
was paid, and so the widow landed at 
Charing Cross with only a few shillings 
in her pocket and a small bundle. But 
sbe took lodgings at an expensive ho- 
tel, where ladies without much e 
are accepted at 42 per day. She made applica- 
tion to Mr. Bowles to pav her bill, but he ad- 
vised her to tell the landlord that she had no 
money or effects, and that he had better wipe 
out the bill and let ber scek some more humble 
lodgings. He took the hint and showed the 
lady the door, which she has not entered since. 
Next she found her way to an American board- 
ing-house, but, not having the means to pay 8 
shillings per day, she went to a house in Lor- 
rington street. She then addressed herself to 
the newly-arrived Minister, and he, not having 
then learned by experience that certain Ameri- 
cans expect ‘him to keep an intelligence office 
and general bureau of relief, kindly gave ber a 
sovereign, which she at once spent in cab-fares 
in visiting various operatic managers. Finally 
she enlisted Sir Julius Benedict on her side to 
get up a concert in Steinway Hall tor her bene- 
fit. Several prominent singers were engaged 
and the lady was advertised, or rather an- 
nounced, to sing as Mme. ——, of Milan.“ 
Probably not intending to sing, ber excuse was 
made that a cold prevented her appearance 
on this occasion”; but, as she had no dress pre-

FISH CULTURE. 

@pecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Geneva Laks, Wis., Oct. 14.—A consignment 
of 250,000 California salmon eggs from 
the Government hatchery on the Mc- 
Cloud River, California, arrived here on 
Saturday evening in charge of Bart B. 
Scott, of the Wisconsin fish-hatcheries, 
and were placed in the Hon. N. K. Fairbank’s 
batching-house. This establishment is in charge 
of F. L. Welsber, son of the well-known expert, 
H. W. Welsher, Superintendent of the Wiscon- 
sin fish-hatcheries, and the eggs are expected 
to hatch in about thirty days. This is the Ihi- 
nois quota, and, as that State has no hatchery, 
State Fish-Com missioner Fairbank placed them 
in his private fish-house. 
About Sept. 20 a large number of trout-eggs, 
and about Nov. 1 a large quantity of whitetish- 
eggs, will be received here from Milwaukee. 
In December there will be sent here quantities 
of brook-trout, wall-eyed pike, and Madison 
whitefish-eggs. 
Commodore Fairbank is one of the most suc- 
cessful and enterprising fish Culturists of the 
eountry, and in a few years Lake Geneva will be 
the finest fishing-resort in the world. 

A Drill Which Bores Square Holes. 
One of the novelties of the Paris Exposition is 
a drill which bores square holes,—the invention 
of Mr. Julius Hall, of London. The work is 
done, too, says a correspondent of the Scientific 
News, in a way so simple and so easy that any 
one may prove the fact for himself, The in- 
vention has excited genuine astonishment 
among the mechanics gathered at the Exposi- 
tion. Thereis a constant crowd surrounding 
the inventor, watching him bore hole after hole 
square, and puzzling over the provokingly 
simple solution of the problem. All that 
is required is an ordinary hand-drill 
stock. A stationary one, with a chuck below 
for holding the work, is used bythe inventor; 
but be says a common brace will answer; any- 
thing, in fact, will do that will properly hold 
the drill.“ The tool itself is the usual form 
of three-square drill,—so that no special ap- 
paratus is required. Clamp or chuck this drill 
in its holder so that it will wobble,’’—that is 
tue whole secret. Instead of making a round 
hole as it will if tightly grasped, when loosely 
held it produces a square one; and, according 
to the inventor, it is immaterial whether the 
drill wobbles in the work or the work under the 
drill.

He gave the name of Smith, but 
his real name, as known to the police, is 
Frank Cunningham. His’ reputation is that 
of a ekiliful diamond-robber, who never 
descends to any small game, but always shows his 
appreciation for the brilliants and for jewelry of 
the most costly kind. In reson he is tall and 
strong, with piercing eves that betray a keenness 
in keeping with hie well-known reputation as 
slick one. He le an old-timer, and is acknow!l- 
edged to be one of the best men in hig particular 
line in the whole country. What became of his 
‘* friend” is unknown. Inthe excitement which 
followed the discovery of the robbery he doubtless 


seized the opportune moment to make off unob- 


served. Officer Gavin, who made the arrest, was 
formerly on the police force, but the reduction 
some time ago meant to him ‘‘ Gavin must go, 
and he went. 


COMMERCE AND MANUFAC- 
TURES. 
A MIGRATORY CONVENTION. 

A Convention of commercia! and manufacturing 
men was to have been held in New Orleans on the 
3d of December to take action regarding certain 
matters of ndtional interest, such as the establish- 
ing of a commercial intercourse between this coun- 
try and Mexico, the bniiding of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, to get a more perfect connection between 
the United $tates and South America, and to estab- 
lish a better postal communication between these 
two countries, and to open up transportation on the 
Mississippi River to the seaboard. In view of the 


scourge in New Orleans, it wae deemed advisable to 
forego the Convention in that place and hold it in 
some city farther north. Of course, Chicago was 
aeemed the best place, in view of it being a centrai 
point, easy of access to the entire world. and on 
account of its superior hotel accommodations and 
other attractions. 

In view of this fact, Gen. Cyrus Busse, Presi- 
dent of the New Orleans Board of Trade, was 
commissioned to come up to this city, and, with 
John N. Bolfinger, of St. Louis, President of the 
St. Louis & New Orleans Transportation Company, 
to set the matter in as favorable a light as possible 
before the business men of Chicago. Half-past 12 
o'clock yesterday was the hour appointed for these 
gentlemen to visit the Chamher of Commerce and 
place the matter before the members of the Boara 
of Trade. They were there punctually, accom- 
panied by George Bowen, representing the mana- 
facturing interests of Chicago, and Col. Whiting, 
who has been trying for some time to get up an 
excursion Of business men to go to Mexico. bey 
were met by N. K. Fairbank und Mr. Kandolpa, 
President and Secretary of the Board of Trade, in 
the office of the latter, where an informal discus- 
sion was held, lasting perhaps three-quarters of an 
honr. It might have been the intention of the 
delegation to address the members of the Board at 
the hour of intermission, but if they had any such 
idea it was doubtless abandoned at the close of 
the conference. They were politely given to 
understand, that in regard to the majority of the 
objects of the Convention, the average Board-of- 
Trade manin Chicago took no interest, but that 
they were decidedly opposed to the scheme of 
opening up transportation on the Mississippi for 
reasons that were apparent, and that. while this 
might benefit the manufacturer to a certain ex- 
tent, it would be a severe damage to the commer- 
cial man, and especially to the shipper, as it would 
take the produce from west of the Mississippi 
down the river instead of bringing it here to 
be distriouted. The scheme would no doubt be a 
capital toipg for the town at the farther end of the 
bridge, but Chicago could scarcely see the advan- 
tages to be derived from it. 

Tne reception of the delegation, therefore, while 
pleasant, was not altogether cordiai. and the mem- 
bers thereof withdrew to their hotels, with the an- 
nouncement that they would forward a circular to 
tue Chamber of Commerce tq-day, setting forth 
the objects of the Convention and inviting co-oper- 
ation. A meetingis also to be held Wednesday 
evening in the rooms of the Appellate Court.
